a t 8:15 P. M., Gus Snyder, 46, m arried 
• the father of six children, a contract 
miner, placed hope for his life this 
afternoon on the 40 miners who have 
been working constantly for m arly 24 
hours now digging: a new " r if t to 
reach him. 
Snyder was partially buried yester­ 
day afternoon when the celling in the 
drift on the 366-foot level crumbled. 
His partner miner, Jack I a i tain, also 
of Crosby, escaped the cave-in by only 
a few seconds. He had left the drift 
to secure tools when the cav e-in oc­ 
curred. 
Hope is held out th at the m iner will 
be rescued alive. The diggers are en­ 
couraged in their efforts by the fact 
th a t only live feet of debris separates 
them from Snyder. 
Snyder was able to talk to the res­ 
cue party this morning. 
A narrow 
strip of light falls into his dirt prison 
through which comes the air which 
has kept the m iner alive. 
“I can see your lights,” 
the 
man 
shouted joyfully early this m orning as 
the diggers under direction of Super­ 
intendent F. A. Kelley and Captain G. 
A. Anderson removed bit by bit the 
stone and earth which closed the shaft. 
“I feel fine,” he added, “but I’ll be 
•lam glad to get out.” 
Rescue w orkers worked cautiously 
throughout the night and today to 
prevent any further slide of stone and 
earth. They expect to reach him be­ 
fore nightfall. The men are hindered 
in their work by a large tim ber which 
had fallen directly in their path. They 
are removing the tim ber w ith the ut­ 
m ost care so as to prevent any further 
slide of earth. 
The cave-in occurred about 266 feet 
■a 
in shifts were forced to dig a new 
d rift for 25 feet to reach their present 
point in the rescue work 
Although diggers can hear Snyder’s 
voice, they are unable to know defin­ 
itely his exact position. Snyder is as­ 
sisting them as much as possible. He 
is rem aining cheerful although on oc­ 
casions he pleaded with them to hurry 
and reach him. The man is w ithout 
food and w ater. 
For hours Mrs. Snyder and her 
children rem ained outside the 
mine 
entrance. She prayed th at the work­ 
men, many of whom were friends of 
the entombed miner, would roach him 
before the narrow vent giving air to 
her husband m ight become choked. 
Completely exhausted, Mrs. Snyder 
and her children were taken 
to 
a 
neighboring m iner’s home and there 
friends gave her hope th at her hus­ 
band would be rescued. 
At 3:15 P. M. today a bottle of hot 
milk was passed to Snyder through a 
small opening in the wall of earth im ­ 
prisoning him. It was the first nour­ 
ishm ent he had received since caiught 
in the fall of stone and earth. 
Officials at the Croft mine said th at 
it appeared this afternoon th a t the 
rescue party would reach Snyder about 
midnight tonight. 
Every precaution 
is tieing taken to protect the rescue 
workers from any additional slide of 
earth.

hatred forged In a century-long feud 
of the Ozark hills would set squirrel 
guns

Connie Franklin mystery m urder case 
had turned this community into an 
errqed camp today. 
Twenty extra deputy sheriffs armod 
with rifles, shot guns 
and 
pistols, 
were ready to be sworn In. Sheriff 
Bam Johnson announced they Would 
garrison the court house and patrol 
the streets Monday when the trial is 
scheduled to start. 
Meantime numerous deputies guard­ 
ed the five defendants. Others stood 
guard over the sheriff’s house where 
TIMie Ruminer, the 17-year-old child- 
woman of the hill folk whose story of 
attack and m urder brought on 
the 
tense situation, is in hiding with Reu­ 
ben H argel I, deaf m ute who claims 
he was an eye-witness to the crimes. 
Still others guarded Tlllle's father. 
V Charles Ruminer, 47, after 
he 
had 
been threatened with “another dose” 
of flogging by the night riders who 
tortured him two days before the sup­ 
posed murder occurred. 
Threats to kidnap 
the 
man 
who 
claims he is Connie Franklin and says 
Tlllle Rum iner’s story was a myth 
added to the tension. 
Up In the foothills, feudists ran bits 
of cloth down long rifle barrels with 
ram rods and edged sights a bit to one 
side or the other. 
Everywhere 
the feeling 
prevailed 
that the longaw aited storm brewed 
by the semi-secret reign of terror en­ 
forced for generations by 
the 
land 
barons and the feudists was ready t > 
loose its fury In bloodshed. 
"There’s apt to be anything happen 
and we’re taking no chances,” Haul 
Sheriff Johnson today, "lf there’s go­ 
ing to be a gun battle In this town, 
we’ll be ready for It."

Winter Sports Popular 


W i n t e r sports are growing in popularity. 
In America a 
sports center of that kind is Lake Placid. 
In Europe it is in a 
locality of the Swiss mountains. Out in Canada snow is now con­ 
sidered a real asset of the Dominion. 
Brainerd and its Lake 
Region can utilize winter’s value in the same way. 
There should 
be no break in the summer tourist business and the value of win­ 
tertime as a recreation and business season. 
Winter sports extend across Canada from end to end, says a 
writer in the Minneapolis Journal. 
Each year at Jasper park, on 
the boundary of British Columbia and Alberta, there is a winter 
carnival of ski-joring, cross-country skiing and skating events 
which, with every repetition, is attracting greater attention. 
Through the prairie regions of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Mani­ 
toba, hockey is the prominent sport. Skiing, however, is steadily 
growing in popularity. 
In Ontario and Quebec skiing, undoubtedly, is the sport which 
finds the widest favor with the native populace and with the vis­ 
itor. 
Snow-shoeing, bob sleighing, tobogganing, skating and 
sleigh riding are also widely enjoyed. 
In the maritime province 
of New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince Edward island, skat­ 
ing and hockey are probably the sports must indulged in. 
The largest ski club in the world has its headquarters at Ot­ 
tawa. Winter sports enthusiasts who visit the capital of Canada 
during the coming winter will find membership available in it. 
Guides who know the ski trails thoroughly will be ready to take 
the skiers from out of town over the famous ski trails through 
the Gatineau hills which lie just to the north of the city. 
Perhaps the strangest clubhouse in the world is Camp For­ 
tune, farthest out of the lodges maintained by the Ottawa Ski 
club, an organization with a membership of more than 3,00*0 men 
and women. 
Beginning as a small, unpainted shack, erected to 
give shelter to the dozen or so who then constituted the skiing 
population of Ottawa, this lodge has grown in various directions! 
until it now provides facilities for 500 people to cook their meals. 
In addition there is a bunk house in the upper story where skiers 
remain over Sunday if they wish to do so. 
In the province of Quebec, from some such wayside point as 
Itoberval, a unique experience awaits those ready to take advan­ 
tage of it. Reference is made to the “Blanc Bec Trails”—an or­ 
ganization of French-Canadian guides and trappers who, with the 
assistance of the railway, have undertaken to transport tourists 
along the trip lines of the north woods during the winter months 
in the same fashion that they have taken hunters and trail parties 
out during the summer. 
The difference is that winter travel is 
by dog team and the nights are spent in ti well warmed cabin un­ 
der heavy Hudson’s Bay blankets, whereas in the summer travel 
is by canoe and shelter is provided by canvas of a tent. 
Brainerd and its lake region have all these advantages of 
Canada and more too. 
Our section is easier of access. 
Our op­ 
portunities are just as great. We even have a share of the wilder­ 
ness right at our doors. If you don’t believe it, set out in the ter­ 
ritory northeast of Lum park and after a few miles you will reach 
an ar?a which has no farm houses, no fences, no civilizat ions what­ 
ever, almost primeval nature. 
We have lakes and rivers galore, hills for sliding, toboggan­ 
ing aud skiing, winter trails and roads, every facility for every 
kind of winter sport. 
Instead of utilizing this wealth at our very 
doors we sit and wait for something to happen. 
Let’s make a start with winter sports in Brainerd and then 
spread it through the Brainerd Lake Region. There is no gain in 
hibernating. 
There is more health and value in utilizing winter 
sports than in burning fuel at home and clinging to a fireside. 
Make the winter short and of real worth by utilizing every one of 
its priceless advantages, advantages which because pf our near­ 
sightedness we have let slip through our fingers. 
The Chamber of Commerce meets this evening and will take 
up consideration of winter sports and making a rink near the 
court house. 
It is the opening wedge and citizens should attend 
the meeting to give support to the project which means making 
the most of winter.
